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Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 5/1 4/2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): more specifically, in the Office Action 
mailed on 12/12/2007, paragraph #8, claims 1-18 were rejected under 1 12(2) for failing 
to clearly define whether applicant's intent is to claim the subcombination of either the 
guide assembly alone or the guide assembly in combination with the cooling apparatus 
and its elements. At the bottom of page 3 of said Office action, applicant is required to 
clarify what the claim is intended to be drawn to, i.e., either subcombination or 
combination, and the reply filed on 5/14/2008 fails to clearly state so. In the reply, 
applicant amended claim 1 in what appears to be an attempt to claim the 
subcombination of a guide assembly. If such subcombination is the intend, then (a) 
claim 1 , line 6, "the pullout shelf is guided by the pair of guide rails" should be "the 
pullout shelf is configured to be guided by the pair of guide rails", and (b) claims 1 3-1 4 
should be amended to removed any positive recitation between the guide assembly's 
elements and the cooling apparatus' elements. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above- 
mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
